ago, and since that time have sold all 
the most desirable lands embraced in 
that grant. They have 6,000,000 acres 


remaining which are of little value tu 


them. In fact, itis almost a burden, 
since they have to pay taxes un it, 
and as it is nearly ali desert land, and 
can scarcely be disposed of at any 


price, they are very anxious, when vir-_ 


‘tually forced to pay their indebted- 
ness to the government, to turn over 
this comparatively worthless land at a 
high price to their great benefactor. 
This matter is one of considerable in- 
terest to the people of this State, inas- 
much as the main part of the land in 
question lies in this State, and if re- 
ceived by the government would de- 


prive this State of a handsome reve 


nue in the way of State and County 
taxes.
